The Minifterial anniverfary Writers 
| (fays Mr. D’ Aavers) are not a little un- 
happy in the very Choice of their 77- 
tles, and generally anticipate the Ridicule of their Readers, 
mi the very Frontifpiece of their Works. One of them 
chriftens his Rhapfody of Scandal Zhe Grand Accufer, 
though He is Himfelf the moft notorious Accu/er of bis 
Brethren, that any Age hath produced,“and even by the 
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moft infamous Methods. Azether fets the whole Town 
a fneering, by 2 State of Antient and Modern Liberty, 
Then comes a Third, and makes them burft out into. a 
loud Horfe-Laugh, by undertaking to manifef# the Wif- 
'om and Policy of thofe Tranfactions, which are fo fu y 
explained by Events and the prefent pofture of Affairs both 
at home and abroad. Such Title-Pages would do 
very well either for ferious, or ludicrous Pieces, on our 
Side of the Queftion, but are highly improper and 
even impolitick, on the other, unlefs defigned as Ex. 
pedients to make their Writings fell, by giving them 
the Air of being written in Defence of their Cows. 
try. 

Thefe Gentlemen are likewife very unfortunate in ano- 
ther Particular, which hath been often objected to Them. 
I mean their frequent Contradictions of Themfelves, and 
of one another. This is confefs’¢ by the Writer before 
us, who gives it as one Reafon why “ WE have made 
“‘ fo much Noife in the World, and our Adverfaries 
“< fo little, by their Writings. Our Part, fays He, hath 
“* been carried on by a well-compad and united Body, who 
“‘ have purfued the fame End by the fame Means; the 
<< other by atdisjointed, and fruggling Body, who, tho’ 
“ they have had the fame End in View, have profecuted 
“¢ it by different Means. This hath given farther Scope 
“* to Wit and Drollery; and, by playing off ome Court- 
“< Advocate againft another, in trivial and immaterial 
‘« Points, have gained Devotees and Admirers ; while their 
‘< Antagonifis, more deep, are unread, as being unrelithed 
“« by the Shallows of the Age. ” So that it re- 
quires great Depth, you fee, to relith Jnconfiffencies and 
Contradifions. But, to let That pafs, We have not only 
a Confeffion from this Writer of the Contradiétions of bis 
Brethren, but likewife an Example of it, with rega 
to himfelf and the grand Accu/fer ; the /atter of whom, 
not above a Month ago, laboured with all his Might, 
thro’ a long, tedious Pamphlet, to juftify [ome extraordi- 
nary Proceedings againff the Liberty of the Prefs. This 
‘was not only the manifeft Drift but avow’d End am 
Defign of his whole Book, founded upon the Princi- 
ples of the Examiner, and the Authority of that up- 
right Expounder of our Laws, Chief Juftice Scroggs: Im- 
mediately, and at the very Heels of rhis Treaties 
forth another, from the fame Quarter ; which begins W! 
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a lofty Encomium on the Liderty of the Pre/s, in its fullett 
Extent, as the great Inftrument and Palladium of all our 
prefent Happinefs, both inChurch and State. Here there- 
fore is a direct Contradiction, even almoft in Terminis, 
between thefe two Performances, but I fhould have been 
apt to look back upon the /atter as a Recantation of 
the former, upon its ill Reception, if another eminent 
Writer had not confirmed the Exiftence of fuch a De- 
fign, and threaten’d us with a Courfe of Papers in Vin- 
dication of it. Left the Publick fhould be at a Lofs to 
guefs whom I mean by the deplorable Obfcurity of his 
Works, it may be neceffary to acquaint T'hem that I 
have my Eye upon that inimitable Creature, who appears 
every Week Archer in the Courant, and having lately

“‘ eafily ; and the Air of Publick-Spiritedne/s We have

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<< impudently affumed ; which have raifed an exalted I. 
«¢ dea of our Perfons, inthe Minds of the Vulgar, while 
« they have leffened and depretiated thofe of our Opponents.” 

It would be barbarous, I fay, to ufe them harfhly af- 
ter fuch a pathetick Remonftrance; and therefore, out of 
meer Compaffion, I fhall treat Them with great Tender- 
ne{s, and without any Turns of that Satirical Wit, or 
Drollery, which give Them fo much Difturbance. 

In Purfuance of this our gracious Difpofition, I thall 
not beftow any of thofe Epithets on their /af Piece, 
which I think it deferves. I will not fo much as call ita 
Series of FOLLY and BLUNDERING ; ora Manifeftation 
of /yfematical Dulnefi. Nay. to avoid all * Affedation 
of Superiority over Them, I will not even attempt any Re- 
ply to it, nor make ufe of any thofe Biadders of Art, 
which have fo long kept our Head: above Water, but leave 
the Pamphlet, to which it is ftyled a compleat Anfwer, 
to itand or fall by itfelf, upon an impartial Examination 
of one and the other. aah 

Inftead therefore oj entering into any minute Exami- 
nation of this Treatife, or any Defence of Politicks on 
both Sides, 1 thall chearfully join Iffue with oar Author 
on his own State of the Controverfy, about our foreign 
Affairs, which He fums up in the following Words. 

‘¢ + The fhort Queftion is, whether the Treaties of 
‘* VIENNA and SEVILLE (to which He ought to have 
“ added That of HANOVER)did leave the Equilibriam 
‘« Power between the Houfes of Aufria and Bourbon as 
‘* equally and as nicely pois’d, as ever it was leit? No- 
«¢ thing is More inconftant, and difficult to maintain, than 
‘<< that Equilibrium; which cannot be preferved but by 
‘“¢ That of their Allies ; and was That ever better adjufted 
«« than by the /ate, general Pacification ? "I muft beg 
Leave to anfwer thefe Interrogatories with two or three 
more. 

1. If it is fo difficulta Task to maintain the 2qu- 
librium of Power between the Houfes of Aufria and Baur- 
fon, upon which the Liberty and Quiet of Europe de- 
pend ;.does it not behove Thofe whofe Bufinefs it is ° 
preferve that Equilibrium, and who have long gloried im 
fo doing, to be very cautious how They make any Innové 
tions in the eftablithed plan of Power in Europe; ve 

i 
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muft certainly affect. it, in fome Degree, and may poffi- 
bly deftroy it intirely? 

2. Is this Equilibrium actually pois’d, in fo nice a Man. 
ner, by the ‘Treaty of Hanover, which certainly nurs’d up 
the French Power; or by the Treaties of Sevs/le and Vi- 
enna, which eftablifhed a Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon in 
italy ; united the Courts of France and Spain ; and gaye 
Them a Pretence, at leaft, for opening the prefent ill- 
omen’d War ? 

3. If this Equilibrium of Power was better adjufted 
than ever by the /ate, general te def how comes it 
to pafs that fo finifhed a Work fhould immediately fall to 
Pieces, and threaten all Europe with its Ruins ? 

I could add fome other Queftions, with Relation to the 
War in Poland, and the true Caufe of it ; but I chufe to 
referve them for another Opportunity, when that Point 
fhall fallmore properly under Confideration. 

Our Author concludes with the following wife Obferva- 
tion, which I muft not omit. 

“ The Minifers of England are not the /inifers of 
“ Europe ; but really, by fome Gentlemen’s Way of talk- 
‘ing, one would imagine They were. If any unforefeen 
“ Accidents Abroad, if the Ambition of any foreign 
“« Prince, or the Mifconduct of any forcign Coart, pro- 
‘« duces any untoward Effects, or occafions any Trouble, 
“or Commotions in Eurepe, the Miniffers of England are 
“immediately loaded with the whole. It is They that 
‘‘ have done the Mifchief, and Tey muft an{wer for it. 

_ For my Part, I never heard of any Perfons, who reafon'd 
in this Manner, or expected any Thing extraordinary from 
the Minifters of England. We are fo far from looking 
upon Them as the Miniffers of Europe, that if They 
will take but tolerable care of this little Spot of the Glote, 
We fhall think ourfelves very happy, and much obliged 
to Them. But if They fhould, at any Time, fuffer 
Themfelves to be made the Dupes of all Europe, and run 
their Nofes, like a Harlequin, into every Body’s Bu finefs, 
without having any. Thing to do with it, or knowing how 
to extricate Themfelves out of it; fhould They blunder 
on, with their Eyes open, from one falfe Step to another, 
and thereby involve their Country in the greateft Difficul- 
ties; fhould the Troubles and Commotions of Europe, in 
their Time, be manifeftly owing, not to any wa/ore/cen 
Accidents, but te their own obfinate Mifcondud, a rs 
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the declared Senfe and continued Remonfr .ces of the 
whole Nation ; in this Cafe, I fay, it muft L- allowed. thay 
the Minifters of England have done the Mifcbief, and 
therefore ought to anfwer for it.

Paris, Fan. 24. Couriers are perpetually flying to and 
fro between this City and Koningsberg. Nothing is more 
brilliant than the Court of his Majefty King Staniflaus, who 
continues to lull afleep the credulous Polanders with the 
Hopes of effectual Succours, which will put it in their 
Power to clear the Kingdom of the Ruffians and the Sax- 
ons, and to bring back to their Duty all that Force has 
made to wander from it. Ducats (they fay) are as plenty 
as Water at ee a and draw a World of People 
thither, Neverthelefs, if Credit may be given to the pub- 
lick Advices from Poland and Saxony, Potocky, Tarlo, 
Pocey, and the other Heads of the Republick, are thut ia 
on all Sides by the Saxons and Ruffians ; and the Letters 
Exhoratory, the fine Deportment, and gallant Generolity 
of King Auguftus, join’d with the Expectation of feeing 
his Party triumph, tempt moft of the Palatines, Caftel- 
Jans, Starofts, and other Grandees and Nobles, who only 
follow the Example of moft of the Bifhops in abandoning 
King Staniflaus, to enjoy the Splendour and Sunfhine ol a 
Court; all equally afpiring at the Dignity of Primate, 
which in all Likelyhood will be vacant ; for after all, By- 
fbop and Courtier are the fame Thing in Poland, as well as 
in France: ‘They are a Set of Gentlemen, that do not care 
to lead their Lives in Exi/e and Retirement. The Bilhop 
of Pofnania has the greateft Right to the Primatial Digal- 
ty, becaufe he was the firft that violated the Oath of Con- 
federacy taken in the Dyet of Convocation, to get the 
Elector of Saxony chofen. It is objected on the other 
hand, that this Bifhop is not able of himfelf to execute aay 
thing, but that the whole Machinery was contrived by the 
Bithop of Cracow, who made the fame Ufe of the Re” 
Hofius upon this Occafion, as the Monkey, according t? 
the Fable, formerly did of the Cat's Paw. The BishoP 
of Plocko, the Bifhop of Warmia, and the Bifhop of Gt 
javia have rejoined the Saxon Party.

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Extract from Foo’s- Journat. 


R. Fog begins his laf Fournal with obferving that 
the Attention of the World is at prefent withdrawn 
rom the Corficans, whofe Valour and love of Liberty fome- 
time fince were fo much admired. He obferves, that the 
brave Leaders of thefe unhappy People, were, by the Treaty 
made with the Republick of Genoa, to which the Emperor 
was Guarantee, either torémain inCorfica at full Liberty, 
or to retire into any other Country, at their own Election : 
Notwithfanding whith, four of them, namely, Giaferi, Ci- 
caldi, Anfelli and Father Rapaldi, were carried to Genoa, 
and confined in the Caftle of Savona. 
When they arrived at the Caftle of Sevona, (fays Mr. 
Fog) they found there, Prifoners before them, two Per- 
fons who had been Inftruments in all the Oppreffions of 
the Corficans, and of Confequence, were in a great Mea- 
fure tne Caufes of ‘the Civil War, thefe were Signior Az- 
gufino Pineili, heretofore Governour, and Signior Ca- 
millo Doria, who had been Treafurer of the Ifland, Per- 
fons of great Dignity and Power, and Intereft in the 
Commonwealth, and likewife very great R----s, thefe two 
governing in that Ifland, at the Beginning of thefe Trou- 
bles, fitted out fome Veffels in order to cruize along the 
Coaft, to hinder all Succour from cone to the Corficans 
by Sea, unluckily for them one of thefe Privateers meta 
French trading Veffel loaded with Corn, Powder, (&c. 
which they feiz’d and ‘ ought into one of their Ports, 
taking it as a lawful Prize, becaufe it was going to the 
Rebels : This was no fooner known in France, but the 
French Refident at Genoa received Orders to claim the 
Veffel and Cargoe as belonging to the Subjects of the Kung 
his Mafter ; the Genoe/e frighted, delivered back the Vef- 
fel, and agreed to pay the Owners all their Lofs, Damage, 
and Expences ; but this was not enough, a Reparation of 
Honour muft be likewife made for the Affront, fo that 
the Republick, tho’ much againft the Grain, were obliged 
to recall the Governour and Treafurer from Corfica, and 
to commit them both Prifoners to the Caftle of Savona, 
where they were to remain ’till the FrenchRefident thould 
move for their Enlargement.-----Thus the Corfican Chiefs

bellion. ; 


Pin. What I do'fee, Signior Giaferi ? It is that fterp 
Countenance that ufed to make me tremble. Well. 
come Signior Giaferi, wellcome to this Place ? I own it js 
a much greater Pleafure to. meet you here, than at the 
Head of your rebellious Countrymen. 

Gia; I believe you, Signior Pine/ii, for I remember you 
always had a wife Care: in every Thing relating to the 
Safety of your own Perfon,——but why all this Surprize? 
It isa Wonder under an Arbitrary Government to 
fee a Man in Chains who ftruggles to relieve his Country? 
But to fee a great Perfon as Signior Pinelji ina 
Prifon might be Matter of Wonder. What means 
this Change in the Politicks of your Republick >——Are 
our magnificent Lords growing Wife and Honeft ?>——Are 
they going toturn the State upfide down, and punith 
‘Publick Plunderers ? 

Pin. I amnot fent here for Male-Adminiftration, I do 
not fuffer for Oppreffion - ue People, but 

Gia. But for not puudermg more, I thought as 
much. 

Pin. Hold, Signior Giaferi, you take the Word out of 
my Mouth— { fay I am not here for any Crimes im- 
puted to me in my Government, but it is a Mif- 
fortune in a great Station fometimes for a Man to do his 
Duty too well, this was my Cafe; my Vigilance in pre- 
venting all Supplies tocome to you Rebels brought this 
upon me, one of my Privateers took a Ship under French 
Colours. It feems there is no meddling with 
any Perfons who pay Allegiance to that Monarch, fe 
that I am here to pacify the Indignation of a great 
anes, and to divert it from falling upon the Repub 

ick. 

Gia. Thus it is in all bad Governments, while 
they are Tyrants at Home, they are Slaves meee 
} WwW 
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while they are opprefling their Friends, they are crouch- 
ing to their Enemies. — 

Pin, My Cafe is different from yours Signior Giaferi, 

u took Arms againft the Government, but Signior Ca- 
millo Doria and myfelf are ferving the Republick even in 
this Imprifoament. 

Gia. Better than you did out of it, I will anfwer for it ; 
but there is a certain Place which is but one Remove 
from this Prifon, where you might both ferve it much 
better. 

Pin. Where is that ? 

Giz. The Galtows, for Men of your Vertues 
never do any Service to Society ‘till you are hang’d. ' 

Pin. I perceive you keep up thé old Spirit ftill, but 
fay what you will, I can tell you our Imprifonment is an 
Honour to us, fince in our Perfons is reprefented the 
Doge and Senate, nay, the Republick itfelf is imprifon’d 
in our Perfons. 

Gia. I will not deny but the Senate is moft worthily re- 
prefented in your noble Pefons, for two greater Knaves 
and Cowards were never invefted with Power. 

Pin. Anger and Difappointment have made you 
mad, you rave thus becaufe you mifs'd your Revenge up- 
On us, . 

Gia. Indeed you give it a right Name, for Revenge 
implies an Injury receiv’d, and fure no People were 
ever more highly injured than we have been. 

Pin. Well, call it by what Name you will, Tam very 
glad you mifs’d your Hinds. 

Gia. We had Courage equal to our Wrongs, but For- 
tune was not in our Power, undifciplined and unarmed as 
we were, we made you tremble, but we were not able 
to refift the united Force of the Empire, and the Re- 
publick. 

Pin. That is happy for us ; for tell truly, did not you 
defign intirely to throw off the Government of the Re- 
Publick. 

Gia. We did. 

Pin, And if Signior Doria and myfelf had had the 
Misfortune of falling into your Hands,——-would you not 
have put us to Death ? 

Gia. I am afraid we fhould ‘not have done fo much Ju, 
tice, for I will go fo far with you as to own, it would 


have been a Crime to haye {pared you; but by the Difpofi- 
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tion that govern’d us, I am of Opinion, that Mercy would 
have got the better of Juftice, we panted for our Li. 
berties, but we thirfted not for Blood. 

Pin. Indeed you had Sins enough to anfwer- for 
without that,——— ——the Sin of Rebellion alone was fuf. 
ficient. 

Gia. Who told you it was a Rebellion? 

Pin. The Thing proves itfelf, Were you not our 
Subjects ? 

Gia. We were. 

Pin. As fuch did you not owe us Allegiance? 

Giz. As long as you kept to the Conditions upon 
which all Governments are founded, we did ; but me 
you broke your Part of the Contract, we had a Right to 
break ours. 

Pin. I don’t know what you mean by breaking the 
Contract ; I know indeed you complain’d and mut- 
mured at the T'axes,——I don’t know what you would 
have, ——anfwer me fairly, muft not Government be 
fupported ? 

Gia. I will anfwer you fairly yes ; Government 
ought to be fupported, but the Blunders, the Ignorance, 
the Frauds, the Tricks and Oppreffions of thofe that go- 
vern, are not to be fupported ; nay, it is the firft Dutyof 
a Man of Honour to oppofe them,-——-———the great 
of Nature made all Men equal. What! becaufe as a 
Member of the Society I am bound in Duty to contri; 
bute fomething tec 8 its Support, muft I therefore 
be flead to maintain the Pride of one, to feed the Avarice 
of another, and the Luxury of a third, who are entrufted 
with the executive Part ?-————-Muft I be fqueez'd t 
pay the Hire of Parafites to flatter them, Slaves to fawn 
upon them, and Bullies to defend them? I know your So- 
phiftry well enough, thefe are the Things you call fup- 
porting a Government. . 

Pia. I do not underftand you. 

Gia. What were thofe Hirelings that were employed #8 
rng your Praifes but fo many bafe Sycophants maimtaine 
at our Charge ?----What meant that immenfe Number o 
ufelefs Civil Employments, with great Salaries annexed 
to them, but that you might have a Crowd of Slaves at 
your Beck for any dirty Service ?--.--And wherefore @ 
you fill oar Town with armed Soldiers, but to keep us? 
Awe; for you will not pretend to fay that you had ote 
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toapprehend an Invafion or Surprize fromthe Duke of 
Tufcany, or any other Prince, 

Pin. It is to no Purpofe to anfwer thefe Queftions,--.... 
we had our Reafons fot all thefe Things,.---had fome 
of you been in our Places, you would have acted as we 
did,» fay, if you had found the People difaffeéted 
to you, you would have fupported yourfelves as well as 
you could, let that Difaftection be owing to what Caufe it 
would. 

Gia. What a fcandalous Evafion is this of the Point in 
Difpute ;---- but it is the common Cant of all Oppreffors, 
---when their Meafures will not bear an Enquiry, they 
cry you would have done the fame ; but if Signior Giafer} 
fhould prove a Knave and an Oppreflor, would that make 
Knavery and Oppreffion juft? If it would not, what do you 
get by yous Suppofition ? 

Pin. All you can fay of us will not make you innocent 
-~-Did you not raife a Civil War in the Ifland ? 

Gia. I fcorn to deny it. 

Pin. Did you confider the Miferies of which you might 
have been the Caufe? Is it not better the People fhould 
fuiter fome Grievances, than to redrefs them by throwing 
ey into Confufion? Can any thing be fo great a Plague 
as a Civil War ? 

Gia. Yes, a corrupt Government is a much greater 
Plague,----a Civil War throws Things into Confufion but 
for a fhort Time, but Order rifes from that Confufion, 
----it is like a ftrong Medicine to a decayed and fickly Con- 
ftitution, it may be fomething violent in the Operation, 
but if it reftores the Body to Beauty, Health and Vigour, 
fure it is better than to let the Diftémper go on, and to 
languith for Years in Pain, 

Pin. But muft not great Numbers have loft theit Lives ; 
nay, did not agreat many die in this War, fhort as it was? 

hat Amends can you make to them or their Families ? 

Gia. When Men die in fuch a Caufe as ours, if is but 
cutting off a few Years of Bondage, even if the Caufe 
fhould not fucceed ; and fo far are they happy, if it fhould 
fucceed, they are fo many who have died for the Good of 
the whole, and they have done no more than their Duty, 
and they leave an Inheritance of Honour to theif Fami- 
lies, which will gain them Refpect as long as there is a 
Senfe of Virtue left amongft Men.----We are, not born for 
Surfelyes, the great Aythor of Nature in ‘Command- 
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ments only orders us to be juft and good to one another, 
and to love one another ; he that confiders this, will nor 
value a Year-or two, more or lefs, of Life, when it is ha- 
zarded for the Liberties of thoufands. 

Pin. It was with fuch old-fafhioned Notions.as thefe that 
you perverted the Minds of the People, and made them 
difafteéted to the Republick. 

Gia. It is falfe, Signior Auguffino, it is falfe ; ----it was 
not we who made the People difaffected, but it was your 
oppreflive Government that made them fo; they bent un- 
der the Weight of your Impofitions, and we heard their 
Groans long before we put ourfelves at their Head to 
throw off the Yoke,-----your loofe, and rapacious Admi- 
niftration, like an infeéted Air, made the Land barren ; 
thofe Swarms of Civil Officers, which were multiply’d up- 
on us like the Caterpillars of Egypt, devoured the Fruits 
of our Vineyards ; we plow’d and fow’d not for ourfelyes, 
but to feed Drones; and when Heaven was fo kind to give 
us a good Harveft, your Taxes drew it from us, f0 that 
we ftarv’d in the midft of Plenty. 

. Pin. It was your own Luxury that made you poor. 

Gia. This was your Cant while you were in Power, atid 
you, Mr. Spunge, I fpeak to you, Signior Camillo Doria, 
{ remember while you were. building Palaces, removing 
full grown Forefts to adorn it, and ranfacking Rome for 
Paintings and Statutes to gratify your enormous Vanity, 
with that infolent Sneer which is fo peculiar to you, you 
call’d the Bread and. Onions to which you had reduced the 
Common, People, Luxury.----- Luxury indeed there was,

My Countrymen, 
HE many Applications made to you of late Years, 
as the fovereign Judges in political Difputes, might 
well warrant my prefuming to offer my Thoughts Ao 
in the fame Manner. But I pretend not to fuch Wildo 
and Penetration, as moft of thofe Gentlemen lay Clam 
to. Tonly mention Things of a common Nature, and de- 
fire to be heard as a Friend to Peace and to my Couatry- 
a hes of wee and of Confequence the Tram 
gu Safety of Britain, has. always 
will always depend on the good Underftanding vdtesert 
1 : 
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habitants among one another. When we were fubject to 
yarious Princes, how inconfiderable a People were the 
Britons? When. the Ifland was divided into two King- 
doms, how much a Check was each upon the other ? 
Nay, fince the whole has been united under one Monarch, 
how many Occafions have been taken to revive the fleep- 
ing Feuds between the Nations? And how frequently 
have common Enemies weakened both, by exciting civil 
Commotions among either People? Now all thefe Me- 
thods of abetting our Weight, and taking off the Edge of 
our Force, being rendered impracticable, it remains, 
that though we are one People, have one Intereft, and 
one Conflitution, {ome Means or other be devifed.to keep 
us in a State of Difquiet and Diffention, or it muft follow, 
that, in ref{pect of the reft of Europe, we fhould have 
nothing to fear, our Situation rendering us fecure from all 
Enemies, provided we have none at home. 

But fuch has been our Misfortune, that, one Pretence 
or other, we have always had Factions among us, ready 
toexpofe us to any foreign Danger, provided they mighr 
thereby gain a domeftick Triumph, that is, thruft out 
their Opponents from the Adminiftration, and fucceed in 
their Room. ‘To this alone we owe the Condition we are 
now in, the Debt with which the Publick is oppreffed, 
and the many Negotiations into which we have entered 
fince the Revolution. Whoever therefore is a-.Pa- 
triot indeed, 7. e. a true difinterefted Friend to his na 
tive Country, will endeayour to heal thefe Wounds, and 
to allay thofe Heats, which are, as it were, the epide- 
Mick Malice of thefe Nations, For to talk of Publick 
Spirit in croffing and oppofing a Government attempting 
nothing againft Law, is to talk of a Publick Spirit acting 
againft the Publick. 

The Bufinefs of Men in Power is to ufe it well; and 
Men who are fubje@t to them will quickly feel whe- 
ther they are well ufed. or no. They will need no IN- 
FORMER to acquaint them if Juftice be as openas for- 
merly, if Bread, Fleth, Beer, and the other Neceffarics 
of Life, be at a reafonable Rate, that is, at fuch a Rate as 
a Perfon willing to work, may, by moderate Labour, ac- 
quire them ; if they are allowed to fpeak their Sentiments 
as to Religion freely, and not left to the Mercy of thofe, 


who, with loud Pretences to Chriftian Charity, would tor- 
a fhort 


ment a Man for wearing a Coat without Lappets, 
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Cravat, and a ftiff Hat, let his Morals be what the 
would, his Conduct ever fo unblameable. Thefe are 
Things of which all the People can judge ; and furely all 
who can judge, are bound by the Laws of GOD ‘ana 
Man to act according to their Judgments, and not againgt 
their Senfes, let who will perfuade them. 

But, my Friends, though the Farmer and the Mecha. 
nick may conceive themfelves in a good Condition, it js 
‘not impoffible but that very wrong ‘Things may be done; 
foreign Powers may’ be ill treated, and our ‘Trade ma 
thereupon fuffer, which, in a fhort Time, would be felt 
by Farmer and Mechanick too. But this would immedi. 
ately alarm the Merchant ; he could not be long in Sof. 
pence ; and if he fuffered, and fuffered without Redrefy, 
he would certainly defift. To guefs then how our 
national Intereft ftands with Regard to European Poten- 
tates, let us examipe the Lift of Ships which are fent to 
this and the other Port; let us compare them’ with 
the Number fent at thee REVOLUTION, o 
the Year after the Peace of Utrecht; and let us fuppofe 
our Condition improved according as thef: have encreafed ; 
let us enquire into the various Branches of the Cuftoms, 
and compute the Difference of their net Produce, and we 
fhall find another Argument infallible in its Kind ; and, 
laftly, not to trouble you with too man Heads of En- 
quiry, let us look into the Quantity of Shipping belong- 
ing to Britain, and the Dominions depending thereon, and 
by comparing this with what he had at the Revolution, 
and what other Nations were then reputed to have, and 
have now, our State, as tonayal and foreign Affairs, may 
be well enough underftood, | 

But, in refpect to {peculative Difputes, whether this ot 
that Form of Rule be in itfelf moft eligible?

Whether an independent 
Army would prove a Bleffing ? Whether publick Debts 
may, upon fome general Suggeftions of their ill Confe- 
quences, be expunged ?

Certainly the Commons of Britain are not propet 
Judges ; nor ought we to difturb the Publick Peace, ™

who have wow'd the Defruétion of his moft faithful Ser- 
vants, and will take Refolutions to oppo/e every Meafure of 
the Court, whilft his Majefty keeps his Miniftry, ’tis not 
the King, or a Miniffer who turns them out, but they tura 
themfelves out ; tis not the private Whifpers of others 
difplace them, but their own private iniquitous Councils, 
and their own publick feditious ACtions: ‘They endeavour 
to /vpplant Others ; and whenin purfuance of that Scheme, 
they have acted fach a2 Part as renders it impoffible they 
fhould hold their Places, then, they fay, others /upplant 
them.

HEN a anew Reprefentative is affembled, it is the 
Duty of every Member to juftify the Wifdom of

Commons, and to thew, that he comes to this Sacred Seat 
ey refolvyed, 
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tefolved, upon every Occafion, to act, not for Him/elf, 
nor for the Interef? of a Few, nor for the Advancement of 
a Faétjon, but for the Benefit of the Whole, for the Pre- 
fervation, Liberty, and Happinefs of his deareft Country 
in general ; for the Security of the prefent moft happy E- 
fablifhment, and of the great Prince who fuftains the Life, 
and the Dignity, of that Eftablifhment. 

It hath been too frequently feen and lamented in the 
Courfe of former Parliaments, that Gentlemen have been 
drawn into Engagements for their Votes even before they 
were aflembled ; and to hunt down a Miniftry whofe 
only Provocation to their Enemies confifted in the envied 
Circumftance of Power ; and fometimes in their having 
applied it with the greateft Fidelity to the Prince whom 
they ferved : In all which Cafes the Ambitious and the 
Difaffezed labour to diftrefs the Prince, becaufe they hate 
the Minifter ; and to deftroy the Minifter becaufe they 
hate the /rince. 

If ever this Cafe returns, and the Gentleman in whom 
we have trufted the Power of the People, are follicited to 
hazard all the Interefts of their Country, rather than not 
overthrow the Adminiftration, the honeft and the innocent 
People have a righteous and a heavy Complaint againft 
fuch a Conduct in their Reprefentatives. Shall it ever be 
faid, That we have entrufted our Natural Power, and 
our National Interefts, in the Hands of Perfons who em- 
Ploy the One, and facrifice the Other, to wound the Go- 
vernment of their Country; who, to gratify their own 
Ambition, or the Reyenge of other Men, will cenfure all 
Meafures which can be taken for our Happinefs, and con- 
found all the Councils which promote the Service of the 
Publick for no other Reafon, than becaufe the Minifters 
ia Power are the Obje¢ts of Envy to fome, and of Per- 
fonal Hatred to others? Are we, the People of Britain, to 
be rendered weak, contemptible, and miferable, that a 
few Perfons in Office may be treated with Diftruft, may 
be loaded with Difgrace, and purfued to Deftruction ? 

Or, thall we not be 
much the worfe from the Means which fhall effect it, and 
Which muft afterwards fupport it, Or, when there ss a 
Change, will Faction be at an End?

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The State of LITERATURE in foreign Parts, 
Extract from a Ching GaZETTE. 


E have already given our Readers feveral Extras, 

from the Chinefe Gazettes upon different Subjeés, 
The prefent Extra& is upon a@ Subjed, which has no Rela. 
tion to any of the former, and will give our Readers fome 
Idea of the Chinefe Ceremonies. It is entitled, 

The Compliment of the whole Court, upon the Choice and 
Declaration of an Empre/s. 

The prefent Emperour, two Years after his Acceffion 
to the Throne, made Choice of one among his favourite 
Wives, to raife her to the Imperial Dignity. She wasa 
Princefs of Zartary, of: a diftinguifhed Merit, and of 
the firft Quality. He caufed this Choice to be made pub- 
lick throughout the whole Empire by a Royal Proclama- 
tion ; in which he gave the Elogy of the Perfon he had 
honoured with that Title. It is cuftomary upon this Oc 
cafion for the whole Court to pay a publick Compliment 
of Congratulation to the Emperour and the new Emprefs. 
The Time of Mourning for the deceafed Emperour being 
finifhed the eighth Month of the third Year of this Mo- 
narch’s Reign, theT ribunal of Rites, whofe Bufinefs it is to 
regulate this Ceremony, reprefented to the Emperour, 
that the whole Court entreated, with a profound Refped, 
his Royal Permiffion to wait upon his Majefty, and the 
new Emprefs, with the Compliment of Congratulation on 
this aufpicious Occafion. The Emperour having given his 
Confent, and the Tribunal of Rites having fixed the 
Day to the fixth of the tenth Month, this Ceremony 
was then performed in the following Manrer, as we find 
it recorded in the Ritual of the Empire. 

In thefe Ceremonies it is ufual for the Grandeet of 
the Court to pay their Compliment to the Emperour, @ 
the Morning, and the Ladies to the Emprefs elect, in the 
Afternoon. Certain Doctors of the great Council of the 
Empire, particularly diftinguifhed for their great Leart 
ing, are ordered to draw up thefe two Compliments, and 
they alone are allowed the Privilege and Honour of 
compofing thefe Pieces of Eloquence. The Tribunal of 
Rites, which is one of the fix fovereign Th 
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Pekin, havirig received thefe Compliments or Addreffes 
from the learaed Men appointed to prepare them, gives 
the neceffary Directions for the Ceremony. 

The fixth of the tenth Month, early in the Morning, 
aSort of Table, on the four Corners of which four Co. 
jlumns fupported a Sort of Dais or Canopy, was brought 
to the eater Gate of the Palace: For the great, or 
Southern Gate, is never opened but for the Emperour, or 
for the Performance of thofe Ceremonies which have any 
Regard to his Anceftors. This little portative Cabinet 
was adorned with Pieces of yellow Silk, and other Em- 
bellitnments. At the Hour appointed a {mall Book, neat- 
ly bound, in which was written this Compliment compofed 
for the Emperour, and the Names of the. Princes, 
Grandees and Sovereign Tribunals who attended the Ce- 
remony were fairly written, was placed upon the Table. 
Allthe Princes of the Blood, and other Princes, the 
Dukes, Earls, and other Grandees of the firft Diftin¢tion, 
according to their refpective Ranks, repaired firft to one 
of the inward Gates of the Palace, where they waited. 
Then a certain Number of Mandarins, in proper Habits 
of Ceremony, took up the Table or Cabinet and marched 
into the Palace. Thefe were followed by the other great 
Oficers of the Crown, as the Chief Minifters of the 
Empire, the Doctors of the firft Order, the Pfefidents 
of the Sovereign, Tribunals, and the other Mandarins, 
as well Tartars as Chinefe, both Civil and Military, all in 
their richeft Habits of Ceremony, each according to his 
Degree, and on Foot. Several Initruments of Mufick 
formed an agreeable Concert, (at leaft to Chinefe Ears) 
and Trumpets and Kettle-Drums were difpofed in different 
Parts of the Palace. The Proceffion being come to the 
Gate called Ou-muen, the Princes, Dukes, and others who 
had repaired thither before-hand, joined it, and placed 
themfelves at the Head, before the Table. In this man- 
ner the whole Proceffion marched to the great Hall of 
Audience, into which the Emperouf admits Ambaffadours, 
Rives Inftructions publickly, twice or thrice a Year, and 
receives, the firft Day of the Year, the Compliments of 
all the Princes, and other Officers, who happen to te at 
Peking. As foon as the whole Proceffion was entered the 
Hall, the little Book, in which the Compliment was writ- 
ten, was taken from the Table upon which it was cafried 
thither, and placed upon another, fet in the Middle of 
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the Hall for that Purpofe. Every one being ranged in a 
handfome and decent Order, the ufual Reverences to the 
Imperial Throne were made. ‘This is always done, whe- 
ther the Emperour be fitting on it or not. The Place 
where this Throne ftands, or other the like Places where 
the Chinefe are wont to erect a Sort of Altars to their 
Benefactors, though living, are called Cham-Semlognei, or 
the Place of him to whom we with eternal Life, ever. 
lafting Happinefs, fc. “Ihe Reverences are made in the 
following Manner. Every one being ftanding, in his 
proper Place, according to his Rank or Office, they all 
at once fall down on their Knees, and ftriking their 
foreheads thrice with a moft profound Refpect, on the 
Ground, they rife up again. This being repeated, and 
every one ftanding in the fame Place, in a profound Si- 
jence, the Inftruments of Mufick began to play. Then 
the Prefidents of the Tribunal of Rites acquainted the 
chief Eunuch of the Prefence, that all the Grandees of 
the Empire humbly entreated His Majefty to afcend his 
Throne. 

The Emperour being feated upon his Throne accord- 
ingly, two Doctors of the firft Order, who were appoint- 
ed for that Purpofe, approached the Table, and, after 
having made the ufual Reverences, one of them took the 
little Book into his Hands, and read, with an audible and 
diitinct Voice, the Compliment which this Auguft Affem- 
bly made to the Emperour. This Compliment, which is 
never very long, being read, and the Doctors retired to 
their Places, the Emperour defcended from his Throne, 
and retired. 

Thus the Compliment was made to the Emperour by 
the whole Court, to congratulate with him upon the 
Choice of an Emprefs. And as, according to the Man- 
ners of the Chinefe, the Men feldom appear before the 
Women, and much leis before the Emprefs, to pay thei 
Refpects, this Compliment, though made to the Empe- 
rour alone, is fuppofed to be offered at the fame Time to 
the Emprefs. 

‘This Ceremony being ended, the Grandees and chief 
Officers of the Empire departed from the Palace, and the 
necetilary Preparations were made for the Ladies to pa 
their Compliments to the Emprefs in the Afternoon. 
the Princeffes of the Blood, Dutchefles, Counteffes, and 


other Ladies of the firft Diftinction, with the Wives of = 
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the Mandarins, according to the refpective Rawks of their 
Husbands, repaired to the Emprefs’s Palace, being led by 
a Lady of Dittinction, who, upon fuch Occafions performs 
the fame Office, with Regard to the Ladies, of prefiding 
over their Ceremonies, as the Prefidents of the T'ribunals 
of Rights does with Regard to the Men. Thefe Ladies 
being advanced pretty near the Emprefs’s Palace, Her 
chiet Eunuch came out to meet them. To him, the Lady 
who conducted them, addreffed herfelf, in the following 
Words : / humbly entreat the Emprefs, faid the, in the 
Name of this Affembly, that foe would vouch/fafe to come out 
of ber Palace, and place herfelf upon the Throne. The 
Ladies did not carry their Compliment in a Book, as the 
Men did tothe Emperor: But they offered it written on 
a Sheet of a particular Sort of Paper, handfomely embel. 
lifhed. The Emprefs being feated on her Throne, which 
is erected in one of the Halls of the Palace, the Sheet of 
Paper, with the Compliment, was offered Her, all the 
Ladies ftanding. ‘They then made two Reverences, and 
afterwards falling upon their Knees, ftruck their Foreheads 
once on the Ground, and then rifing up, ftood, with great 
Refpect, in the fame Order, and a profound Silence, while 
the Emprefs defcended from her Throne. ‘Thus every 
‘Thing was performed as regulated by the Tribunal: of 
Rites. The Manner in which the Chinefe Women make 
their Reverence is much the fame as in Europe. This 
Reverence the Chinefe call Van-fo, which fignifies ten Thou - 
fand, or all Manner of Felicities, In the Beginning of their 
Monarchy, fay the Chinefe, while Simplicity reigned 
among them, the Women were allowed even in their 
Reyerences to the Men, to ufe the Words /zn-fo, I with 
you all Manner of Happinefs. But in the Sequel, as the 
People encreafed, and the Purity of Manners began to be 
corrupted, it was thought not decent for the Women to 
ufe this Expreffion to the Men, and they were only allowed 
a filent Reverence. And that they might lofe the Habit 
of ufing thefe Words to Men, they omitted them to one 
another: However, the Ceremony has yet retained the 
Name of Van-fo. 

The Tribunal of Rites had decreed, that after the Ladies 
had paid their Compliment to the Emprefs, they fhould, ac- 
cording to Cuftom, repair to the Palace of the Emperor’s 
fecond Wife, who 4s next in Rank to the Emprefs. She is 
the only one who is called by the Name of Quer-fer. Several

others of the King’s Wives are called fimply Fei: But as 
there is but one Emprefs, fo likewife there is but one 
Quei-fei Quei fignifies precious or honourable, Fj js 
the Name formerly given to nace ; but at prefent it is 
the Title given to the King’s Wives of the fecond Rank. 
So that Quei-fei fignifies the King’s precious or honour. 
able Wife, her whom he fets a great Value upon, and che- 
rifhes above all his other Wives, next to the Emprefs, 
and often beyond the Emprefs herfelf. 

To this Princefs the Ladies were to have paid their 
Compliments likewife: But the Emperor having perufed 
the Refolutions of the Tribunal of Rites, which were pre- 
fented him fome Days before the Ceremony, wrote on 
the Back of them with his own Hand, and with the Red 
Pencil: J approve of ali your Refolutions, excepting that 
which regards the Compliment defiined to the Quei-fei, with 
whichI difpenfe. 

‘This Refolution of the Emperor’s was not very accept- 
able to that Princefs. But His Majeity gave thereby to 
underftand, that in an Empire, there ought to be but one 
Emperor, and but one Emprefs, and that he did not fufler 
his Wives to govern him. 

This Auguit Aflembly, as remarkable for the Number 
as the Quality of the Perfons who compofed it, aad the 
Splendor of their Habits, was more particularly fo by the ex- 
cellent Order which was, and always is, obferved in it. 
‘There is never any Difpute about Rank, that is always re- 
gulated beforehand. Every Mandarin has his Rank afigned 
him : The great Hall of Audience is paved with large Pieces 
of Marble: And that every Officer, Civil or Military, An- 
cient or Junior, may exactly know his Place, the Names ol 
every Rank and Office are engraven in their juft Order, 
and with large Characters, upon thefe Pieces of Marble: 
This Method of making Compliments to a Prince, 1s. at- 
tended with lefs Inconveniences, than what is cuftomary 
upon the like occafions with us. The Emperor is not obli- 
ged to thew himfelf for feveral Days together ; and to un- 
dergo as one may fay, againft his Will, the Importunity o! 
an infinite number of Compliments, oftentimes very if- 
pid, and always very tirefeme toa Prince.

No men- 
tion is made of Mr. Vanboey’s Reply, but doubtlefs the 
Dutchman laugh’d in his Sleeve, to think what a fing 
Scheme was laid for compelling the States ta the Alterng- 
tive of a perpetual Neutrality, or the Rifque of lofing 
their Money whenever France fhould be difpleafed. 

Her moft Chrifian Majefy is three Months gone with 
Child ; and ’tis faid, that Marfhal d’ Asfe/dt will be made 
a Minifter of State to the Freach King. lt is fome- 
thing furprizing that He foould be transferred from ¢ 
Field to the Cabinet, fince he has given undeniable Prog 
of bis Abilities for the One, but none at all (as we know 
of) for the other. 

The Marfhal de Coigny is actually fetting out for the 
Rhine, to lead the French Army out of their Winter 
Quarters, and furprize the Germanas. ‘The Leave given 
he Officers to ftay at Paris till the firft of April is re- 
Voked, and Orders are ifued for their repairing inftantly 
to their Pofts, The Marthal de Noai/les is likewife goiag 
‘or Lombardy.

‘Tis rete from Bayonne in Gafcony, that Mary-Anne,

L' TTERS from Paris obferye, that Mr. Vazbocy, 
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HOLLAND and the Low-CounrtTRIES. 


HE States of Holland have given Orders for a Sur. 

vey to be made of the State of their Magazines and 
Arfenals, in order for fupplying fuch Quantities of Arms, 
fmmunition, and Provifions, as may be neceffary in all 
Events. 

The Marquefs de St. Gilles, who is lately come to re. 
fide at the Hague, with the Character of Embaffador Ex. 
traordinary from the King of Spain, had an Audience of 
her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of Orange very foon after 
his Arrival. 

*T is confirmed from the Hague, that the States-General 
have continued their Neutrality with France for another 
Year. Their High Mightineffes were very coy at firf, 
and wou’d by no Means enter into a Negowation for ad. 
jufting a new Act, for fear of alarming the Emperor. 
But the French Minifers, always fertile in u/feful Exped. 
ents, having propofed a Continuation of the laft Year's 
Neutrality, by inferting at the Foot of the Inftrument, 
that the Contents were to remain in Force till the End 
of next Campaign, thofe Gentlemen confented without 
Reluctance. 

We hear from the Hague, that the Csarina having de- 
clared to certain Powers, that fhe will admit of no Expe- 
dient for giving any Share of the Crown of Poland to 
King Staniflaus, the French Court have agreed to fufpend, 
for the prefent, the Operations in that Kingdom, and 
turn the Force of the Partizans of that Monarch wholly 
upon the Emperor, by an Invafion of fome of the Here- 
ditary Countries, This Scheme is faid to have beep pre 
pofed by M. Chauvelin, Keeper of the Seals, and Col 
league with Cardinal Fleury in the French Miniftry. 

Her Czarian Majefty is faid to have concluded the fore- 
going Declaration in the following heroical Manner -—— 
“Tam refolved to fuppor: King Augufus at all Events, 
*’and will facrifice to the laft Man in my Empire 
“‘that End. Iam determined to give the World am Bx. 
** ample of the Faith Sovereigns ought to keep with the? 
“* Allies; and having fecured the Peace of Polast, 
‘* next employ my whole Force in the Service of the bn 

 PCTOUT, meme Such an Ally ought to be valued. 
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Purfuant to the foregoing’ Declaration, ’tis affured, 
that General La/c7, is ordered to march with 30,000 Ruj/- 
Gans, to Cracow, which lies near the Frontiers of HAuaz- 
gory and Silefia, to the End that he may be at Hand to 
defend thofe Countries from any Invafion, or to be em- 
ployed elfewhere, as the Emperour fhall haye occa- 
fion. 


SPAIN and PORTUGAL. 


E hear from Spain, that his Catholick Majefy hay- 

ing received Letters from the Pope, excufing him- 
felf from granting a Difpenfation to the Jrfant, Don 
Lewis, to qualify him for the Archbifhoprick of Toledo, 
his Majefty returned them with Contempt, and feat Word 
at the fame Time, that if his Holinefs made any farther 
Hefitation, he would fhut up the Nuwatiature at Madrid; 
Language the Holy Fathers have not been ufed to from

RoME@nd ITALY. 


Etters from Maatua bring Advice, that they cannot 
penetrate with any Certainty into the Defigns of 
General Wai/is, who is making Intrenchments at Gazo/o, 
Marcaria, Caneto, and Uftiano, befides which he ftill 
keeps fome Troops in the Lower Cremoneze, which is not 
ire of Provifions and Forage, like that on the other Side 
of the Po. The Imperialifis make continual Inroads into 
the Frontiers of the Parmezan, from whence they haye 
crought of a good Quantity of Corn, and many Cattle, 
which were abandone by the Allies. The Roads are ftill 
fo bad that General Wallis cannot think of undertaking 
any Siege ; but it feems as if he had fome Project ia 
View, to fall unexpectedly upon fome of the Allies 
Ofts, 
They write from Cremona, that although their Winter 
Quarters haye been fettled, and many of their Troops 
had begun their March to take Poffeffion thereof, the 


continual Motion of the Jmperialifs have obliged them to 
fufpend 
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fufpend their March, fo that both Afmies muft take 
up their Witter Quarters as they can, with Sword ip 
Hand, and kéép in conftant Motion. The Imperialifs have 
dtawn togéthet the main Body of their Forces on the other 
Side of the Po, towards the Seraglio, forming a kind of 
Line from Ufiano, to beyond the Mincio. They have 
above 2000 Horfe at Urano, 2000 more near Canato, and 
a great Body of Infantry on the Side of Cafel Romano 
and Foniane//o. It appears that they have no Thoughts, 
at prefent, of uadeftaking any Expedition towards Mi- 
randola, or the Dutchy of Modena, thofe Quarters being 
cleared of their Troops ; but, if they are quiet on that 
Side they feém the contrary with refpect to the Lower 
Cremoneze, having ftill a great Body of Troops in thofe 
Parts, and a great Body are marched towards Viedena. 
‘They have brought thither a good ftock of Provifions, 
having for that purpofe prefé’d all the Waggons and Car- 
riages they found at Gazolo, Maftignano, and other Places, 
They have alfo fent a confiderable Body of Infantry and 
Cavalry into the Neighbourhood of Sadsonetta, as far as 
Doziclo, where they have laid a Bridge over the Po, with 
defign to fortify the Paffage thereof, but the A//ies getting 
Notice of it, prevented them, after a Skirmifh of ‘three 
Hours, in which fome were kill’d on both Sides. . 

They write ftom Rome, that the Princefs Sobieski, 
Wife to the Chevalier de St. George, died there of an 
Afthima the feventh of laft Month ; and that Cardinal Al 
beroni has dectined being Minifter to Dor Carlos. The 
Pope has ordered that Princefs to be interred with the 
fame Cerémony as was ufed at the Funeral of the late 
Queen Chrifina of Sweden ; and the Apoftolick Chamber 
is to be at the Expence of her Obfequies. 

They write from Ferrera, that the Inhabitants of that 
Dutchy having complied with the Demands of the Imperial 
General in furnifhng him with 4,000 Loads of Hay upon 
his Note, he was determined to try the Extent of his Cre- 
dit, and demanded a Supply of Bread, Wine, and Cattle, 
upon the fame Security, which was alfo complied with, 
the poor People having wery cogent Reafons for fo doing. 
The Allies having been fince informed of the Succefs of 
General Wallis, required the fame Credit and Indulgence 
#8 the Germans; to which the Inhabitants were ob/iged to 
fabmit. Thefe Notes have fince been offered ,to Dif 
count at the Bank, called the A/ount of Piety, at = 
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but without Succefs: ’Tis found that they will not pa/s 
Current, in any Place, out of the Reach of the Cannon-/bot 
of the two Armées. 

’Tis faid the King of Sardinia took on fo much for 
the Lofs of his Queen, that he brought a Fever upon 
himfelf, which had like to haye been attended with yery 
dangerous Confequences. This is fometbing exiracr- 
dinary in a crown'd Head. 


GERMANY. 


Etters from Vienna bring Advice, that they fiill talk 
at Court of a good Underftanding being likely to be foo 
reftored between the Emperor and the Elector of Bava- 
ria, and that it will be fettled on a lafting Foundation. 
They write.from Mecklenburgh that the Swartzburgb 
Troops being now arrived there, Preparations are making 
for blocking up Schwerin; but the Duke Regent, who 
keepsin that Place, appears refolved to defend it to the Jaft. 
“Tis writtén from Liege, that Levies are carried on with 
great Diligence inthe Country of Heffe-Cafe/, in order to 
cover that Country from any Attempt that may be made 
againft it. ‘The French have enjoined the Inhabitants about 
Worms, to give an exact Account what Horfes, Oxen, 
and Forage, they are poffefs’d of, which has occafioned 
great Confternation amongftthem. The Sicknefg ftill con- 
tinues inthe Places on the Rhine belonging to the French, 
and carries off great Numbers of People. Recruits arrive 
daily to compleat the Regiments, and many more will be 
required. Men labour hard on the Fortifications of Frar- 
hendebl. As to Pbili sburgh, the Counterfcarp, Walls 
and Outworks are fo base by the Extremity of the 
eather, and Inundations, that it is hardly in any better 
Condition than when it furrender’d, and by Reafon of the 
Sicknefs, which continues greater there then in any other 
lace, the Garrifon is very’ weak, and greatly reduced. 
he Repairing and Augmenting the Fertifications of Her/- 
ron and Mentz, to put them in’a Condition to withftand 
a Siege, is carried on with good Succefs. ‘The /mperialifis 
are laying up great Magazines on the Necker, whither 
moft of the Corn comes from Freaconia. 
Letters of a later Date from Germany bring Advice, 
that the Emperor is preparing to open the next Campaiga 


With Vigour; that Count Koningfeg is to return to com- 
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rand the Army in J/ta/y, but to take the Court of Bavaria 
in his Way; that Prince Augexe purpofes to repair early 
to the Rhiae ; that the Jmperial Army will be 110,000 
ftrong, of which 60,000 are to be Cavalry ; that the City 
of Mentz is put in a good State of Defence, and the Gar- 
rifon augmented ; that the Exchange of Prifoners has 
been compleated at Bruch/ai, to the mutual SatisfaGion 
of both Sides ; and that the French threaten to appear 
early in the Field, and to begin their Operations with the 
Siege of Brifac and Fribourg. 

Several Conferences have been lately held at the Jmperial 
Court, for redrefling the Diforders occafioned by the 
Auxiliary Troops in their Winter Quarters: The Pra/f- 
anand Dani/o Minifters conftantly attend at thefe Confe- 
rences. 

They write from Vienna, that the Jmperiad Court are in 
high Spirits, upon the News they have lately received 
of the Polifb Army’s Offer of Submiffion to King Axgufus. 

His Jmpcrial Majefty ts about fending an Ambaflador to 
compliment the King ot Pruzfjia, (who has entirely regain’d 
his Sleep, and his Appetite, both of which were gone from 
him) on his Recovery, and to propofe an Alliance between 
himfelf, that Prince, and King -Augufus, which latter, ’tis 
faid, is willing to renounce to the King of Przffia, all his 
Pretenfions to the Dutchies of Bergues and Fuliers. 

His Prufjian Majefty has ordered his fine Stable of Hun- 
ters to be difpofed of, and is determined to difcourage the 
Breeding of any Kind of Horfes in his Territories, but 
fach as are fit for his Troops. 

We hear that Ge/d Medais have lately been very Cur- 
rent at certain Northern Courts, with this Motto, Stani/- 
faus Rex, vivat, imperet. It is no great wonder 
Gold to be Current at Courts : Courtiers are a Sort of People; 
who pay a mighty Refpe@ to that Metal. 

Tis written from Cleves, that purfuant to an Order of 
the Elector of Bavaria, all the young Men in_his Terri- 
tories, who are fit to bear Arms, are to be taken into the 
Service, on Condition of receiving a certain Sum of Mo- 
ney each in Hand, and are to take an Oath of Fidelity, 
and to be incorporated with the regular Troops. This 
Augmeatation has been thought neceflary, as the State of 
the War now ftands, and the Burghers alfo are ordered 
to learn the Ufe of Arms, to ferve as Militia in Time 0 


need, and to be ready to march onthe firft Orders.

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PoLAND, SWEDEN, end the NORTHERN Powers, 


HEY write from Danizick, that the Ruffian Off- 

cer who Commands at Elding, has figuified to 
th e Senators and Gentlemen of Po/lifh Pruffia, to repair 
to Warfaw about the Time appointed for holding the 
Senatus Confilium ; -adding, that in Cafe of their Refufal 
to appear there he had Orders to ruin their Eftates, &c. 
Advices from Thorn fay farther, that King Auguffus, 
in order to engage the Primate to come forthwith to 
Warfaw, and acknowledge him for his lawful King, had 
caufed the Pre/ate to be affured that he will not only be 
fet at full Liberty, but that he might in that Cafe expect 
every Thing from his Clemency; but that the faid Pre- 
ate had, thereupon fent an Ecclefiaftick to /Varfaw, to 
teprefent there the Reafons which obliged him to perfeyere 
in his former Sentiments. 

We hear from Konigsberg, that they Swarm with 
Poles, who refort thither to fee King Staniflaus, which 
turns greatly to the Advantage of that City, by the con- 
fiderable Sums thofe Foreigners expend there; and that 
the faid Monarch dines now publickly at the Palatine of 
Pomerchia’s, and fome other Lords. ”Tis added, that the 
Crown, and other Regalia, which were under the Care 
oi Count Offolinski, Great Treafurer of the Crown, were 
arrived there, with the other Effects belonging to that 
Nobleman, which were ftoptat Dantzick,whereby the Re- 
port {pread in Foreign Countries that the faid Effects had fell 
into theHands of the Raffian Troops, is entirely deftroyed. 

They write from /Varfew that the Anniverfary of the 
King and Queen’s Coronation was obferved there with 
great Magnificence. Their Majefty’s affifted at the Ze 
Deum, which was fung on that Occafion, under a triple 
Difcharge of the Artillery. There was afterwards a 
grand Entertainment at Court, to which all Perfons 
of Diftinction were invited. About five in the Evening, 
the Company, drefs’d in Mafguerade Habits, met tm the 
Queen’s Apartment, and fat down to play at feveral ‘Ta- 
bles as fs0n as her Majefty had begun her Party. Play 
being finifhed, their Majefty’s went to Supper, and the 
moft diftinguithed Masks of both Sexes caft.

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of them fhould be of the Thirty two who were to haye 
the Honour of fitting at the King’s Table, as alfo what 
Places they fhould take;the reft were diftributed at 
other Tables. The Supper was extremely Magnificent, 
and as foon as it was over the Company withdrew ¢o 
the Ball-Room, where their Majefty’s opened the Ball 
with a Dance after the Polif Fafhion, and were follow- 
ed by the fixteen Couples who hadthe Honour to fup 
with them. Their Majefties retired about half an Hour 
after ‘I'welve, and the reft of the Company continued the 
Ball ‘till Three in the Morning. 

On the other Hand, our laft Advices from Koaigs- 
berg bring a long Account of the fplendid Manner 
in which one of the Courtiers of King Szaniflaus cele- 
brated the Birth-Day of the Prince Royal of Pru/ffia ; a- 
bove ‘I'wo Hundred of the Polif Nobility were prefent , 
the Entertainment and the Ball were the moft Magni- 
ficent that can be imagined, and the Whole concluded 
with drawing a Lottery, each of the Company having 
a ‘Ticket Gratis ; the Prizes were Toys of a confiderable 
Value. | 

We hear from Stockholm, that fince the breaking up 
of the Dyet of the Kingdom, all is very quiet there ; 
that the King made a Prefent of s000 Crowns to the
